Caxur Moorg, La, Sept. 17, vin Mont-
gomery, Sept, 8.—The Yankees 200
strong, came up the railroad to Ponchi-
toulnon Monday, and burntseven or eight
cars., The Yankees lost five or six killed
and about the same number wounded,
and & few prisonors, Qur loss was one
killed and a few wounded,
Monise, Sept. 18.—A special to the
Advertiser, from Iuka, the 16th, says : This
lace wias eaptured Sunduy morning last,
he enemy ndvanced during the night.—
But for a premature attack we should
have enptured the whole garrison. We

captured over a million of dollars worth
of property. Our loss was five—the on-
emy's %, of whom 10 were left dead on

the field. Our forces arrived in time to
save the town from destruction. The
citizens were found with their household
goods out of doors, awniting the applica-

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Battle at Harper's f.n';.-

We have information of a very authen-
tic character, that a sdvere battle took
Place at Harper's Ferry, on last Stunday
evening and Monday morning, between
General Juckson and the Yankees, which
resulted in the tolal dafeat of the encmy,
and the surrender of their army, num-
boring ten thousand men., A combined
movement wns made wpon the place by
the forces of Jackeon, Walker and Me-
Call, the former recrossing the Polomao
at Williamsport; General Walker at Chent
Ford, snd General McCall approaching
from the North, and operating from
Maryland Heights, overlooking the town,
The severnl bodies arrived at their desii-
nation on Sunday morning, and prepar-

commenced nbout § o'elock in the even-
ing and wns conlested with desperate
stubborness until night forced a cessation
of hostilities, Our artillery, however,
played upon the Yankee entrenchmemts
tho whole night, and as was afterwards
nscertained, with fearful effect,

At daylight on Monday, the combat
was renewed with more fierceness, if pos-
gible, than on the previous evening, but
in & short time the enomy’s fire began to
slacken, and at 9 o'clock the Yankee
commander, General Miles, proposed to
surrender. The proposition was seceded
to, and in a short time our troops march-
ed in and took possession of the enemy’s
works.

The fruits of this glorious victory are
reported to be 10,000 prironers, fifty pice-
es of artillery, n large amount of ord-
nance, commissary and quartermaster’s
storos, and one thousand negroes, whom
the Yankees had,atolen.

Our loss is enid to be very severe, and
that of the enemy also. The latter were
exposed to the deadly fire of our artille-
ry from the heights around town, and
the execution done among them was
dreadful. No approximation of the Joss
on either side has reached us.

Gen, SBuin'l Garland, Jr., is reported to
have been killed during the éngagement,
but the rumor of his death is so vague
and indefinite s to lead to the hope that
it is untrue, Most deeply would we re.
gret 1o haye a confirmation of the sad
news, of the loss of so gallufit an officer
nnd so estimable o gentleman. Our vie-
tory would be dearly purchased by his
sacrifice, without counting the other brave
men who fell in the battle, :
